The following sketch of the life of 
Gen Nathaniel W atkins w*as w ritten 
by the late -lames F. Allen of Oran, 
and h a s recently come into the hands 
of t h e editor of The Sikeston S tan ­ 
dard: 
Gen. N athaniel W. W atkins, a half 
brother to H enry Clay, was born in 
the sta te of Virginia, Ja n u ary 28, 
1796, his fath e r Captain H enry W a tk ­ 
ins im m igrated to the state of Ken­ 
tucky in the eighteenth century settl­ 
ing a t Virsailes, Ky.. w here he en­ 
gaged in the hotel business and en­ 
tertained M arquis De L afayette du r­ 
ing his visit to the United States. He 
was m arried to Eliza M. W W atson 
of New* Madrid and in the early 20’s 
moved to Jackson, Mo., and engaged 
in the practice of law, which he fol­ 
lowed for a period of sixyt 
years. 
At the tim e he began the practice this 
-Judicial Circuit extended north to ar.d 
included St. Genevieve County 
and 
west alm ost to the A rkansas line. It 
was ( ustom nary then for the lawyers 
of a circuit to attend all the courts 
and to go from one county seat 
to 
anotht r a s regulary as the Judge. The 
num ber of lawyer^ then was small as 
com pared with the present and half a 
dozen of them controlled the g reater 
p art of the practice. 
The most con­ 
spicuous m embers of the 
bar were 
Gen. N. W. W atkins, Grc»er W. Davis 
and Thom as B. English. 
Gen. W atk ­ 
ins took high rank in the legal pro­ 
fession and was an honored member. 
He was a natural orator and before 
a ju ry was strong. 
He served several 
term s in the S tate Legislature and in 
3850 was Speaker of the House 
of 
Representatives. He was chosen Vice- 
President of the State Convention to 
form the present State Constitution. 
In 1855 by an act *»f the legislature 
neorporating 
the 
Cape 
Girardeau 
Fair, he was named 
as 
president. 
Upon the breaking out of the Civil 
War, hi* espoused the cause of 
the 
Southern Confederacy and became a 
Brigadier General of Militia. 
This he 
resigned and returned to the 
farm . 
A lthough a man of moderate political 
views, he was a W hig and was sent as 
a delegate to all sorts of conventions 
from County to National and held va- 
i ious fficial psitions in every position 
held by him 
he acquainted h im silf 
w’ith superior ability and has left no 
stain on his record. 
He died March 20, 1876 and was 
buried on the farm near Morley beside 
those he loved so well.

MILL NOW RUNNING 


Sikeston people 
are 
naturally in­ 
terested in the various 
commercial 
activities of the town and district and 
are especially boastful 
of 
the big 
mills of the Scott County Milling Co. 
Noteworthy 
im provem ents are con­ 
stantly being made by this com pany 
and the concern is steadily grow ing 
in size and importance. 
But there are 
probably hundreds of people in the 
district who know nothing of their 
Molasses Stock Feed Mill recently put 
in operation in Sikeston. 
No great am ount of machinery is 
installed in the mill, but the equip­ 
ment is of the most 
modern type. 
Ten men are employed in m aking the 
feed a t the present time, anil 
the 
output is 200 sacks daily. 
The grain and alfalfa meal, used 
in m aking any of the several brands 
of feed, are put into autom atic feed­ 
ers, run by motors. 
There are seven 
of these feeders and two have double 
com partm ents. 
By means 
of a very 
simple contrivance, each feeder can 
he set to feed the per cent of grain, 
etc., required by each formula. 
From 
the feeders, screw drive rollers carry 
the feed to the larg er mixers, where 
the molasses is added and the fin­ 
ished product is carried to the auto­ 
matic sacking 
and 
weighing 
m a­ 
chines. 
thence to the sewing 
m a­ 
chine, where the bags are sewed up 
as fast as they come from the scales. 
The alfalfa meal used in m aking 
the feed is from Colorado and having 
been cured in the dry air of the west, 
retains its natural green color even 
after being mixed in the feed. Most 
of the oats and all the corn is local 
st uff. 
The molasses, called Black Strap, 
from the -ligar refineries of Cuba and 
Louisiana, comes in tank cars sim ilar 
to gasoline tank ears. 
Each car is 
fitted with steam coil pipes to which 
steam pipes from the mill are attac h ­ 
ed and steam turned on o heat 
the 
contents of the car enough to perm it 
pum ping the thick 
syrup 
into 
the 
huge 
underground 
tanks. 
It takes 
seven hours to unload a car of mo­ 
lasses. 
The two large underground 
tanks are of 20-car capacity, 10 cars 
each. 
A small section of eae htank, 
near the autom atic pumps, is fitted 
w ith steam coils in order to heat the 
molasses o the right tem p eratu re for 
m ixing with the grain. 
The dem and for the feed made 
by 
this com pany is increasing 
rapidly 
and plans are already being discuss­ 
ed for enlarging the plant. 
The high­ 
est grade feed is very best, 
the av­ 
erage analysis of which is protein, 
10 per cent; fat 2 Ms per cent; fibre, 
32 per cent; carbohydrates, 58 per 
cent. 
Big 
nam ed for the 
eight 
counties of the Southeast 
Missouri 
district, is grade No. 2. 
B. & M., 
Whoa Mule, and Noxall are the other 
feeds and grades. 
The com pany also 
puts out the Semo Dairy feed, m anu­ 
factured from cotton seed mean, bran, 
wheat, corn meal, alfalfa meal, homi­ 
ny feed and 
molasses. 
Red Comb, 
hen feed is the last, but not least of 
the products. 
Some few farm ers of the vicinity 
have made up their own form ula and 
a special feed is made here for their 
use.

Rockland, Me., a distinguished v e ter-' 
an of the Civil War. died recently, j 
His death recalls the famous duel in j 
which Gen. Cilley’s father, Jonathan, i 
a member of Congress from M aine,! 
was killed by a fellow Kepresenattive, j 
William J. Graves of Kentucky, 
on 
February 24, 1838. 
The quarrell be­ 
gan after words spoken by Mr. Cilley 
on the floor of the House which re­ 
flected on Gen. James Watson Webb, 
editor of the New York Courier and 
Enquirer. 
Mr. Graves was the bear­ 
er of a challenge from the editor, 
which Mr, Cilley declined to accept. 
Mr. Graves felt himself affronted and 
challenged Mr. Cilley. 
The duel was 
fought with rifles at 80 yards. 
Both 
men tired twice and missed, hut at 
the third shot 
Mr. Cilley dropped 
with a bullet through his body. 
He 
died in three minutes. 
A storm of protest against dueling 
at once developed in Congress. 
Han­ 
nibal Hamlin, Mr. Cilley’s colleague 
in the House and afterward 
Vice 
President of the United States, made 
a speech against the practice which 
resulted in a challenge being sent to 
him. 
But after Mr. Hamlin, as an 
object lesson in markmanship, set up 
a target on the bank of the Potomac 
and repeatedly hit the bull’s-eye with 
his rifle at a distance of 100 yards 
his challenger allowed the matter to 
drop.

To take chances with each ache is 
generally risky. 
What is thought to 
be ear ache may be mastoid trouble 
or suppuration deep in the ear. 
But 
if a person wants to take chances 
there are some symptoms that may 
be helpful. 
When children wake up 
in the night with ear ache, cry out 
with pain and shortly get easy and 
go back to sleep, 
the probability is 
that there is no trouble in the 
car 
itself. 
The trouble is generally in 
the tonsils and adenoids. 
These are 
swollen 
and 
enlarged. 
During sleep these glands stop the 
Eustachian canal. After this has been 
stopped long enough for some of the 
air behind the drum to be absorbed 
by the blood the drum is sucked back 
and pain results. 
When the child cries the Eustachian 
tube is opened and the space behind 
the drum fills with air and the pain 
stops. 
Or the ear ache may be a neuralgia 
referred to the ear from a tooth or 
from the nose. 
This pain is generally 
more around the ear than in it. 
Chil­ 
dren often make mistakes in telling 
the location of their pains. 


Or the ear ache may be due to boils 
in the external air 
canal. 
In this 
kind of ta r ache there may be swell­ 
ing of the parts immediately around 
the canal or of the glands near by. 
Pressure on the lobe immediately in 
front of the ear causes pain. 
Tender­ 
ness is present there. This is the kind 
of ear ache which pepole get from 
swimming in water that it not 
as 
clean as it might be. 
There is more 
of it in the swimming season than at 
other times. 
And, finally, there is ear ache 
in 
which there is suppuration of the re­ 
gion behind the drum due to infection 
which has extended there from the 
throat. 
In this variety of ear trou­ 
ble the re generally is a history of a 
sore throat or cold lasting a few days 
and then the aer sets up. 
Tin- pain 
most of the ear aches 
is relieved somewhat by a hot water 
bag. 
Laudanum and oil dropped in 
the ear is practically useless. 
In the last of the four varieties the 
probability is that the drum must be 
pierced to allow the pus to escape. 
The real caus - of twro of the four 
varieties lies in the upper throat and 
back of the nose. 
At the Manche-ter Children’s Hos­ 
pital they cure many cases of enlarg­ 
ed tonsils and adenoids by putting the 


children through the following daily 
drill. 
Children stand spaced out in 
rows in a room with open windows. 
Each child is given a paper handker­ 
chief: 
1. All stand erect (chest out, shoul­ 
ders back). 
2. Place handkerchief 
to 
nostril 
with left hnad. 
3. Grasp the bridge of the 
nose 
with right thumb and forefinger. El­ 
bow at shoulder level. 
Nostrils open. 
4. Blow nose, bowing head forwrard 
and down, depressing elbow to waist 
line, keeping fingers on nose. 
5. Strengthen up and breathe in. 


This Is to be repeated a dozen or 
more times. 
A mild snuff is handed 
out. 
It is composed of some powder­ 
ed soap and a little menthol. 
This 
is lightly 
flicked into nostrils. 
It 
causes sneezing. 
After this repeat 
the exercises several times. 


The Clover Leaf. 


Even in Druidic worship, in pre- 
Christian times, the terfoil leaves of 
the clover plant were symbols of re­ 
ligion. setting forth the three grades 
of Druids, Bards and Neophites. 
In 
Christian mythology its leaf is fre­ 
quently held to symbolize the Trinity, 
and some Irish authorities insist that 
it is the true and original shamrock 
which St. Patrick 
used to illustrate 
how three separate objects, such 
as 
leaves, could be one. 
The four-leaf clover is a 
freak 
growth, and the causes that produce 
it are heredity and nutrition. 
After 
a moist season clover plants with from 
four to seven leaves, and some hav­ 
ing only two leaves, are found. Some 
plants are abnormal by heredity, and 
reproduce themselves with the same 
characteristics 
in 
successive 
years 
when their environment remains the 
same, external influences merely mo­ 
difying the size of the leaves. 
The four-leaf clover is everywhere 
held as an omen of good luck to tne 
finder, partly on account of its rarity 
and partly because of its crosslike 
form. 
In Germany, it is believed a 
four-leaf clover will overcome witch­ 
ery, win love, guard one from danger 
when traveling, and secure a safe re­ 
turn and if plucked on St. John’s eve 
will enable the finder to work won­ 
ders in magic.

Farm Machinery Repair Week 


Comptroller of the Currency John 
Skelton Williams, in his annual re­ 
port, says: 
“The tendency to maintain excess­ 
ive profits was particularly seen 
in 
the steel and iron and coal 
indus­ 
tries. 
By closing down mills 
and 
mines, the output of steel and 
iron, 
following the armistice, was reduced 
approximately 
one-fourth, 
for 
the 
purpose of enabling 
manufacturers 
an«l miners to obtain, because of the 
insistent and peremptory demand for 
coal ami iron, the exorbitant profits 
realized during the war, instead 
of 
the more moderate profits which they 
would have had to accept if the max­ 
imum output had 
been 
maintained. 
While the profits of steel manufactur­ 
ers and coa! operators were swollen, 
the country became poorer from the 
lack of production brought about by 
the unnecessary closing down of mills 
and mines and the incidental idleness 
of labor. * * * As steel and iron are 
so largely at the very foumlation of 
industrial activity and business 
de­ 
velopment, it is essential that 
the 
prices of these fundamenal products 
should come down to a fair, just and 
normal basis, if we are again to at­ 
tain the prosperity for which we hope. 
When the conditions abroad 
be­ 
come more settled or stabilized, and 
when at home mueh-nee<k*d adjust­ 
ments are effected in the costs

the consumer of steel and iron pro­ 
ducts which still are quote«! at twice 
their pre-war levels, and when coal 
for which the Government itself has

The follow ing sketch of the life of 
Gen N athaniel W atkins w as w ritten 
by the late .lam es F. Allen of O ran, 
and has recently com e into the hands 
of the editor of The Sikeston S tan ­ 
dard: 
Gen. N athaniel W. W atkins, a half 
b ro th er to H enry C lay, w as born in 
the sta te of V irginia, Ja n u a ry 28, 
1706. his fa th e r C aptain H enry W atk­ 
ins im m igrated to th e sta te of Ken 
tucky in the eig h teen th cen tu ry se ttl­ 
ing a t V irsailes, Ky.. w here he en­ 
gaged in the hotel business and en­ 
tertain ed M arquis De L afay ette d u r­ 
ing his visit to the U nited S tates. He 
w as m arried to Eliza M. W W atson 
of New M adrid and in th e early 26’s 
moved to Jackson, Mo., and engaged 
in the practice of lnw, which he fol­ 
lowed fo r a period of sixyt 
years. 
At the tim e he began the practice this 
Judicial C ircuit extended north to ar.d 
included St. G enevieve C ounty 
and 
w est alm ost to the A rkansas line. It 
was custom nary then for the law yers 
of a circuit to atten d all the courts 
and to go from one county seat 
to 
an o th er as regulary as the Judge. The 
num ber of lawyer^ then w as sm all as 
com pared w ith the present and h alf a 
dozen of them controlled th e g re a te r 
p art of the practice. 
T he m ost con 
spicuous m em bers of the 
b ar w ere 
Gen. N. W. W atkins, G reer W . Davis 
and T hom as B. E nglish. 
Gen. W atk­ 
ins took high rank in th e legal pro­ 
fession and w as an honored m em ber. 
He was a n atu ral o rato r and before 
a ju ry w as strong. 
He served several 
term s in the S tate le g is la tu re and in 
1850 w as S peaker of the H ouse 
of 
R epresentatives. He w as chosen Vice- 
I R esident of the S tate C onvention to 
form the present S tate C onstitution, 
in 1855 by an act of the legislature 
ncorporating 
the 
( ’ape 
G irardeau 
F air, he was nam ed 
as 
president. 
Upon the breaking out of the Civil 
W ar, he* espoused the cause of 
the 
Southern C onfederacy and becam e a 
B rigadier G eneral of M ilitia. 
This he 
resigned and returned to th e 
farm . 
A lthough a m an of m oderate political 
views, he was a W hig and w as sent as 
I a delegate to all sorts of conventions 
from County to N ational and held v a­ 
r io u s fticial pvitions in every position 
held by him he acquainted him self 
w ith superior ability and has left no 
stain on his record. 
He died M arch 20. 1876 and w as 
buried on the farm near M orley beside 
those he loved so well.

Recalling A Famous Duel. 
E ar Aches. 


Side-Lights of Science 


The process of refining sugar was 
probably an invention of the Arabs. 
A Venetian merchant learned the se­ 
cret from the Saracens of Sicily, and 
sold the secret of the art for one hun­ 
dred thousand crowns. 
Many flowers are excellent barom­ 
eters. 
For instance, it is when the 
blooms of dandelions 
have 
seeded 
and are in the fluffy, feathery condi­ 
tion that the weather prophet facul­ 
ties come to the fore. 
In fine weather 
the ball expands to the full, but when 
the rain approaches it shuts up like 
an umbrella. 
If the weather is in­ 
clined to be showery, it keeps shut 
all the time, only opening when the 
danger from the wet is past.

Brig. Gen. Jonathan P. Ciliey 
of 
Rockland, Me., a distinguished veter­ 
an of the Civil War. died recently. 
His death recalls the famous duel in 
which Gen. Cilley’s father, Jonathan, 
a member of Congress front Maine, 
was killed by a fellow Represenattive, 
William J. Graves of Kentucky, 
on 
February 24, 1838. 
The quarrell be­ 
gan after words spoken by Mr. Ciliey 
on the floor of the House which re­ 
flected on Gen. James Watson Webb, 
editor of the New York Courier and 
Enquirer. 
Mr. Graves was the hear­ 
er of a challenge from the editor, 
which Mr. Ciliey declined to accept. 
Mr. Graves felt himself affronted and 
challenged Mr. Ciliey. 
The duel was 
fought with rifles at 8« yards. 
Both 
men fired twice and missed, but at 
the third shot 
Mr. Ciliey dropped 
with a bullet through his body. 
He 
died in three minutes. 
A storm of protest against dueling 
at once developed in Congress. 
Han­ 
nibal Hamlin, Mr. Cilley’s colleague 
in the House and afterward 
Vice 
President of the United States, made 
a speech against the practice which 
resulted in a challenge being sent to 
him. 
But after Mr. Hamlin, as an 
object lesson in markmanship, set up 
a target on the bank of the Potomac 
and repeatedly hit the bull’s-eye with 
his rifle at a distance of 100 yards 
his challenger allowed the m atter to 
drop.

To take chances with each ache is 
generally risky. 
What is thought to 
be ear ache may be mastoid trouble 
or suppuration deep in the ear. 
But 
if a pet son wants to take chances 
there are some symptoms that may 
be helpful. 
When children wake up 
in the night with ear ache, cry out 
with pain and shortly get easy and 
go hack to sleep, 
the probability is 
that there is no trouble in the 
car 
itself. 
The trouble is generally in 
the tonsils and adenoids. 
These are 
swollen 
and 
enlarged. 
During sleep these glands stop the 
Eustachian canal. After this has been 
stopped long enough for some of the 
air behind the drum to be absorbed 
by the blood the drum is sucked back 
and pain results. 
When the child cries the Eustachian 
tube is opened and the space behind 
the drum fills with air and the pain 
stops. 
Or the ear ache may be a neuralgia 
referred to the ear from a tooth or 
from the nose. 
This pain is generally 
more around the ear than in it. Chil­ 
dren often make m istakes in telling 
the location of their pains. 
Or the ear ache may be due to bbils 
in the external air 
canal. 
In this 
kind of car ache there may be swell­ 
ing of the parts immediately around 
the canal or of the glands near by. 
Pressure on the lobe im mediately in 
front of the ear causes pain. Tender­ 
ness is present there. This is the kir.d 
of ear ache which pepole get from 
swimm ing in w ater that it not 
as 
clean as it might b?. 
There is more 
of it in the swimming season than at 
other times. 
And, finally, there is ear ache 
in 
which there is suppuration of the re­ 
gion behind the drum due to infection 
which has extended there from the 
throat. 
In this variety of ear tro u ­ 
ble there generally is a history of a 
sore throat or cold lasting a few days 
and then the aer sets up. 
The pain of most of the ear aches 
is relieved somewhat by a hot w ater 
bag. 
laudanum ami oil dropped in 
the ear is practically useless. 
In the last of the four varieties the 
probability is that the drum must be 
pierced to allow the pus to escape. 
The real cause of two of the four 
varit-ties lies in the upper throat and 
back of the nose. 
At the Manchester Children’s Hos­ 
pital they cure many cases of enlarg­ 
ed tonsils and adenoids by putting the 


children through the following daily 
drill. 
Children ptand spaced out in 
rows in a room 'w ith open windows. 
Each child is given a paper handker­ 
chief : 
1. All stand erect (chest out, shoul­ 
ders back). 
2. Place handkerchief 
to 
nostril 
with left hnad. 
3. G rasp the bridge of the nope 
with right thumb and forefinger. El­ 
bow at shoulder level. 
Nostrils open. 
4. Blow nose, bowing head forw ard 
and down, depreasing elbow to waist 
line, keeping fingers on nose. 
R. Strengthen up and breathe in. 
This is to he repeated a dozen or 
more times. 
A mild snuff is handed 
out. 
It is composed of some powder­ 
ed soap and a little menthol. 
This 
is lightly 
flicked into nostrils. 
It 
causes sneezing. 
A fter this repeat 
the exercises several times. 


The Clover Leaf. 


Even in Druidic worship, in pre- 
C hristian times, the terfoil leaves of 
the clover plant were symbols of re­ 
ligion, setting forth the three grades 
of Druids, Bards and Neophites. 
In 
C hristian mythology its leaf is fre­ 
quently held to symbolize the Trinity, 
and some Irish authorities insist th at 
it is the true and original shamrock 
which St. Patrick used to illustrate 
how three separate objects, such 
as 
leaves, could be one. 
The four-leaf clover is a 
freak 
grow th, and the causes that produce 
it are heredity and nutrition. 
A fter 
a moist season clover plants with from 
four to seven leaves, and some hav­ 
ing only two leaves, are found. Some 
plants are abnorm al by heredity, and 
reproduce themselves with the sam e 
characteristics 
in 
successive 
years 
when their environm ent rem ains the 
same, external influences merely mo­ 
difying the size of the leaves. 
The four-leaf clover is everywhere 
held as an omen of good luck to the 
findir, partly on account of its rarity 
and partly because of its crosslike 
form . 
In Germany, it is believed a 
four-leaf clover will overcome w itch­ 
ery, win love, guard one from danger 
when traveling, and secure a safe re­ 
turn, and if plucked on St. John’s eve 
will enable the finder to work won­ 
ders in magic.
